One important effect of the

RET AIL FOOD PRICE 
INDEX UP 0.7 PCT. 
IN 4-WEEK PERIOD 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 12 (UP) 
—Higher prices for meats, fish 
and eggs pushed average retail 
food prices up seven tenths of 1 
per cent between July 30 , and 
Aug. 27, the Government reported 
today. 

The Bureau of Labor Statistics 
estimated on the basis of a special 
eight-city survey that the retail 
food price index was 227.2 per 
cent of the 1935-39 average on 
Aug. 27. This was about 12 per 
cent above the level before the 
Korean was began. 

The Aug. 27 index was the sec- 
ond highest recorded by the 
bureau. The record high of 227.7 
was recorded July 19. 

The largest price increase was 
reported for eggs, which rose 
nearly 7 per cent in the period. 
Egg prices normally go up some- 
what in midsummer. 

Prices of fruits and vegetables 
and some other market . basket 
items dropped during the four- 
‘week period but the entire meats, 
poultry and fish section of the 
index climbed 1.5 per cent.*

“Shakedown” Techniq” -s.

“These 
people had to pay their taxes 
through your office and were put 
in a position where they had to 
buy your printing, or else.” 

“I never intended to do busi- 

ness with people concerned with 
my office,” Olson replied. “I 
never gave anyone selling them 
the right to use my name.’ 

Accountant on Stand. 

Richard Mann, a partner in the 
accounting firm of Fred Landau 
& Co., was questioned during the 
morning session regarding the 
delay of his firm in placing Ol- 


files in the hands of the com- 
mittee. He said he had been un- 
able to produce them until today 
because they were locked in Lan- 
dau’s desk and his partner was 
absent from the city until now. 

The committee recessed when 
Mann protested that the line of 
questioning, implying he might 
be subject to contempt citation, 
prompted him to request legal 
guidance before he replied to ad- 
ditional inquiries. Representa- 
tive Cecil R. King, (Dem.), Cali- 
fornia, committee chairman, di- 
retted the witness to return for 
the afternoon session with a law- 
yer and Landau.

Although he was unable to re- 
call any specific duties he per- 
formed as public relations direc- 
tor for Wine Industry Corp., he 
reluctantly read from photostatic 
copies of his tax returns figures 
disclosing that he had claimed |“ 
more than $20,000 deductions for 
expenses in behalf of the com- 
pany during the two-year interval. 
It was not until Olson had been 
warned that he might be cited for 
contempt that he consented to 
read the expense figures from 
copies of the tax returns. He also 
was warned that contempt pro- 
ceedings were imminent if he 
failed to produce books and docu- 
ments subpenaed by the commit- 
tee.

Committee Says It Will Ask House to Cite 


Both for Contempt if They Persist 


in Contradictory Stories.

JEFFERSON CITY, Sept. 12— 
The House Lobby Investigating 
Cemmittee announced today .it 
would recall: Leif J . Sverdrup, St. 
Louis engineer, and Brainerd ‘W. 


LaTourette, former ~-mayor of 
Richmond Heights, for a further 
hearing after a direct conflict re- 
sulted in their testimony. 

The committee said it will have 
no alternative but to ask the 
House to cite both men for con- 
tempt if they persist in their 
stories regarding a $10,000 offer 
made to Svehdrup to testify in 
favor. of trucks on proposed leg- 
islation, 

LaTourette, appearing -before 
the committee today, flatly de- 
nied under oath a statement by 
Sverdrup, also under oath, that 
he was the attorney who made 
the offer by telephone last No- 
vember. 

The committee plans to call the 
two men for further testimony on 
Sept. 25. 

LaTourette testified he had not 
talked: to Sverdrup in 1950 about 
signing. or preparing any report, 
which was to be the basis for an 
appearance before .the Legisla- 
ture, and did not offer Sverdrup 
a fee for any purpose. 

Sverdrup, an Army Reserve 
major general and chairman of 
the Bi-State Development Agency, 
had informed the committee that 
LaTourette, whom he has known 
for many years, called him by 
telephone with the fee offer last 
November. 


Sverdrup Testimony Cited. 


Representative Delton  L. 
Houtchens, committee chairman, 
said to LaTourette, following the 
denial: “Gen, Sverdrup said he 
has known you for many years, 
that you called him on the tele- 
phone and asked him to prepare 
a’ report.” 

“That statement I deny,” re- 
plied LaTourette. 

The witness said that, following 
disclosure by the Post-Dispatch 
Aug. 27 of the $10,000 offer to 
Sverdrup, he received several 
calls from newspaper reporters 
asking him if he were the attor- 
ney. 

LaTourette said he denied at 
that time that he was the man and 
called Sverdrup on the telephone, 
urging him in fairness, to make a 
full disclosure to the press on the 
identity of the man who offered 
the fee. 

At first Sverdrup did not ap- 
pear anxious to respond, the wit- 
ness declared, but then replied 
the yawyer was a Chicago resi- 
dent who was turned down when 
he asked Sverdrup to prepare the 


report. 

LaTourette testified he has 
known Sverdrup for 15 years and 
their relationship “has always 


been most pleasant.” 

Houtchens pointed out, in view 
of LaTourette’s testimony, 
committee had to decide which 
man to believe... The witness said 
he still. was .insisting upon his 
denial. 

The committee then went. into 
executive session to decide what 
course to follow. 

‘Sverdrup, who emphatically re- 
jectetd the $10,000 fee, has said 
he did not consider the proposal 
a bribe. 

Legislator Testifies. 

State Representative George A. 
Spencer of Columbia gave his ver- 
sion to the committee today of 
how a firm of which he is part 
owner obtained the public rela- 
tions business of the Missouri Bus 
and Truck Association. 

Spencer told of a chance meet- 
ing on the street last November 
with U. G. Lewellen, manager of 
the bus and truck association. 
Spencer had a part in writing the 
fee ‘schedule in a pending truck 
fee bill backed by the powerful 
truck lobby. - | 

He said Lewellen asked him if 
there was anyone in Columbia 
whom the association could em- 
ploy on a full-time basis to han- 
dle its public relations work. 
Spencer said he mentioned Ker- 
mit Crawley, whé@ had been asso- 
ciated with the Brown Advertis- 
ing Agency, of which Spencer was 
part owner, a director and an 
officer. . 

The witness testified he did not 
know whether Lewellen was aware 
at that time of his connections 
with the advertising agency. 

Didn’t Discuss Contract. 

“TI never discussed the employ- 
ment of the agency with any mem- 
ber of the Bus and Truck Associa- 
tion,” Spencer said. “I don’t recall 
discussing the association’s con- 
tract with Elvin Brown, president 
of our firm, or with anyone else.” 

He said he has advised Brown 
on administration matters but has 
never taken any part in soliciting 
business. 

Spencer said he contributed 
$2000 to the agency’s $4100 capi- 
talization. He informed the com- 
mittee he owns 20 of the 41 
shares of stock, with Brown also 
owning 20 and Brown’s wife, Who 
is vice president, having the ad- 
ditional share. 

The agency receives $500 a 
month from the bus and truck 
association but makes a profit of 
only $125 a month from the con- 
tract, the witness stated. He 
pointed out that Crawley gets 
$200 monthly and a full-time 
stenographer employed at Jeffer- 
son City receives $175. 

Bill Pending. 

The bill backed by the truck 
lobby passed the House last June 
and now is pending in the Sen- 
ate. Gov. Forrest Smith’s bill, 
which provided for payment of

Extract From Liver of Preenanit Cows Used 


— Siiccess in

84 Pct. of 112 


Cases Reported. 


A new treatment for stubborn 
arthritis in old persons was an- 
mounced today at the Interna- 
tional Gerontological Congress in 
St. Louis. 

An extract derived frém the 
liver of pregnant cows has been 
administered to 112 patients suf- 
fering from the crippling ailment 
known as hypertrophic osteoar-. 
thritis, and has brought improve- 
ment in 84 per cent of the cases, 
it was reported by a team of doc- 
tors at Maimonides Hospital in 
Brooklyn, N. Y. 

Excellent results—complete re- 
lief of pain, reduced swelling and 
restoration of normal movements 
of joints—were rc >orted in 24. 
per cent of the cases; good re- 
sults, in another 44 per cent, and 
fair results in 15 per cent. Only 
17 per cent of the patients failed 
to improve. 

Some of the patients, who re- 
ceived daily injections for two to 
four weeks, have been free of 
syniptoms as long as six months, 
but many others require subse- 
quent injections to maintain re- 
lief, it was reported by Drs. W. S. 
Collens, J. D. Zilinsky, J. Green- 
wald and A. B. Stern.

tract first was developed as a

6,000,000 of the 7,000,000 arthritis 
sufferers in the United States, is 
the degenerative type which oc- 
curs chiefly in elderly persons. 
It is characterized by bony de- 
posits in the joints, and is dis- 
tinguished from rheumatoid 
arthritis in which there is ac- 
tual destruction of the joints. 
The rheumatoid type, principally | 
affecting younger people, appar- 
ently does not respond to the 
new liver extract. 

Dr.. A. P. Aitken of Boston 
expressed hope for rehabilitation 
of old people disabled by acci- 
dents. 

“It has been our experience 
over the years that most cases of 
prolonged disability are due 
either to errors in diagnosis or to 
‘inadequate and inefficient sur- 
gical, medical or psychiatric 
care,” Dr. Aitken declared. 

“True rehabilitation can begin 
only when such errors in diag- 
nosis and treatment have been 
corrected.” 

Exercise; Braces Noted. 

Dr. Aitken pointed out that 
motion sometimes can be restored 
to an injured part of the body by 
exercise or by special braces. 
Sometimes, however, reconstruct- 
ive surgery is necessary, he said, 
such as repair of fractured bones 
that have healed in improper po- 
sition or grafting of damaged 
tendons. Operation on nerves can 
sometimes relieve chronic pain 
connected with an accident. 

The Boston physician, who is a 
professor of clinical orthopedic 
surgery at Tufts College School 
of Medicine, emphasized that it 
takes more than the healing of 
surgical wounds to restore a per- 
son to normal life. 

“Rehabilitation does not end 
when tke patient has been dis- 
charged as ‘cured’ by the doctor, 
hospital or rehabilitation center,” 
he concluded. “Rehabilitation 
ends only when the patient has 
returned to work at his highest at- 
tainable skill.” 

Wilbur J. Cohen, technical ad- 
viser to the Social Security com- 
missioner in Washington, suggest- 
ed that the word “permanent” be 
changed'to “prolonged” in the fa- 
miliar phrase “permanent and 
total disability.”

Well-Dressed Man Chooses 


Clothes to Suit His Type 


Today’s well-dressed man is not 
necessarily the one with the most 
clothes in his closet, nor the one 
who pays the highest price for his 
clothes. He is simply the man 
who knows what clothes to buy, 
when and how to wear them. 

In selecting clothes for the fall 
and winter he finds that there are 
certain changes of style to con- 


sider, and that these changes have 


been designed to improve his ap- 
pearance. Considerable latitude is 
given in the cut of suits, for ex- 
ample, so that a becoming model 
is assured. Color is more impor- 
tant but a certain element of good 
taste dictates where and how the 
color is introduced. Casualness, 
too, has increased as a trend but 
again, the well-dressed man learns 
to distinguish between being too 
casual in his choice of business 
clothes and too metropolitan in 
his choice of country attire. 
While the natural shoulder 
models of suits improve the ap- 
pearance of many men, and are 
featured extensively, some men 
find that the drape-model suit is 
the one to choose.

‘The dressy wing tips, 
U tips, and plain toes are as cor- 
rect for business and dress-up 
wear as are their laced counter- 
parts. The moccasin types and 
combined smooth and brushed 
leathers fill the need for well- 
fitting sports and casual types. 
Some are even made in patent 
leather for wear with evening 
lothes. 
: The essence of the idea behind 
slip-ons is far from new. Ask 
grandfather about the “congress 
gaiters’ he once wore. The con- 
gress gaiter was the high shoe 
equivalent of the modern slip-on 
but little if any effort was made 
to conceal the elastic. 

The modern laceless shoe is 
just that, It is made on a regu- 
lar shoe last, styled in regular 
shoe styling, and has the added 
advantage of greater comfort and 
convenience. 

A good rule to remember when 
buying slip-ons is to consider the 
shoe the same as you would a 
laced one. See that they meet 
the style, color, and fit require- 
ments you would demand in an 
ordinary shoe, and regard the 
goring as merely the manner in 
which they fasten.

How to Buy a Necktie 


Look for more than style and 
color when you buy a tie. You 
will want to be sure it is well 
made—one that will knot easily, 
drape well,.and look neater after 
many wearings. 


Real valute can be found, if the 
purchaser knows what to look 
for and how to find it. Fabric 
must be resilient and able to 
stand hard wear. The lining and 
stitching are important, and can 
be tested in the followings ways: 

Crush the lining (usually of 
wool) in your hand to see how 
much spring and quality it has. 


Be sure the tie is slip stitched. 
It’s easy to find slip stitching. 
Just flip back the folds of the 
tie, hold the loose’ dangling 
thread and pull the fabric alon:: 
it. If the fabric glides up and 
down on the thread, the tie is 
slip stitched. You'll find that 
slip stitched ties make neater. 
knots and hold their shape longer, 
because less strain is exerted on 
the fabric. 

When it comes to fabrics, silk 
taffeta, corded silks, satins, cot- 
tons, and wools are used with as 


much variety as in women’s 
dresses. Here you can look for 
weight and either washability or 
dry cleanability. 

Tipping adds that luxurious 
look to a tie, but is a matter of 
preference. Some tippings cover 
only the wide end of a tie, some 
run throughout. 


Lastly, always have the sales- | 


man knot the tie for you, ard 
perhaps plaee it against a shirt. 
It will help you visualize how 
your purchase will look qn your- 
self or on the man for whom you 
buy. 


INVENTION OF FELT 


The invention of felt is at- 
tributed by tradition to St. Clem- 
ent, the fourth Bishop of Rome. 
This Saint, one day, when fleeing 
before his enemies, put wool in 
his sandals in order to make his 
walking easier. Under the pres- 
sure of his feet and through the 
heat and perspiration, the wool 
felted into a solid body, which at 
that time was supposed to be un- 
known, and he was credited with 
the discovery of the fabric.

only so'long as the wearer takes 
care of them. 


“Many men do not know how 
to take care of their clothes. And 


not knowing, they are heard com-. 


plaining about..the speed with 
which their suits become shabby 
and lose their shape. 


Staining is but one way that 
clothes are ruined. Part of the 
menu remains on the suit and 
right away a number of well-in- 
tentioned characters arrive with 
sure-fire spot removers, some 
moderately successful, some com- 


pletely ineffective and others that 
will remove the fabric along with 
the spot. 


But here’s how you can safely 


remove the spots at home: 

Grease or oil—wet soiled part 
of‘ fabric; place blotting paper 
under stained portion; rub with 
sponge or cloth dipped in ben- 
zine or ‘turpentine. When. stain 
in removed, cover with a blotter 
and press with hot iron. Ther 
sponge with warm soapy water 
containing a little ammonia. 

Paint or varnish—firn cies” 
with turpeniine or ether and then 
follow directions for rémoving 
grease or oil stains. 

Coffee o- tea—remove with a 
mixture of 20 per cent glycerine 
and 80 per “cent water, or a 5 
per cent solution of acetic acid. 
Be ‘sure the stain is completely 
removed before pressing, or the 
heat of the ifon may “set” in. 

Milk stains—wash, if: cotton. 
Woolen fabric may reauire treat- 
ment with c.rbon tetrachloride, 
followed by ammonia or soap and 
water. » 


Fruit stains—remove from cot-f 


ton fabrics by washing, and from 
wool by sponging with equal p: rts 
of hydrogen peroxide and water 
ater testing for coler fa-tnes- on 
some unexposed part of garment. 


Scorch—Apply a mixture of 
hydrogen peroxide and _ water, 
equal parts, and expose to sun- 
light, if color is fast. 

Silk neckwear—Soil at the knot 
may be removed with benzine or 
one of the. .patented cleaning 
fluids, * - 

Hat ribbons—Remove and wash 
in soapy iukewarm water, then: 
rinse and press. - 


Any spots remaining may be 
removed with benzine.

Every 
wool garment “should be cleaned 
by anexpert-an@ checked to see 
if the spots are removed before 
storing..at.the. end of the season.

One of the worst natural en- |: 


emies of en fabrics is dirt, 
which is votha @ discolorant and 
an abrasive. Suits, therefore, 
should be brushed every day they 
are worn—not with still straw 
whiskbrooms, which sometimes 
injure the fibers, but with bristle 
brushes made particularly for 
this purpose. 

Frequent and careful brushings 
will add months to the life of a 
suit, not only because the dirt is 
thereby removed but also because 
this action revives and stimulates 
the fibers in the fabrics. 

Occasional pressings are es- 
sential, but the too-frequent ap- 
plication of heat tends to destroy 
some of the desirable natural 
properties of wool fibers in a 
suit, causing them to lose a cer- 
tain degree of their elasticity. 

Pressing in a steam presser is 
far better than pressing with a 
dry iron. Steam tends .to re- 
vive and loosen the lay of the 
fibers, and at.the same time 
helps give the. cloth permanent 
shape. 

An important “don’t”: 

Don’t hang jackets on the back 
of chairs. After one night of 
this, it takes a full day or more 
to recover and regain its original 
shape. A shapeless wooden or 
wire hanger is just as bad. Good 
coat hangers are shaped exactly 
like the human neck and shoul- 
ders and follow every line and 
curve faithfully. 

Follow these tips and your 
clothes will not only last longer 
but look better.

Clothes make the man—if you 
Ldon’t know him according to a 
survey conducted by the Univer- 
sity of Southern California gradu- 
ate student.

I believe, it may still be possible to accomplish the miracle and 


bring about permanent peace. 


This may seem like a strange 
summation coming from a hard- 
boiled and .sometimes cynical 
newspaperman. However, I am 
convinced it is accurate. Like 
most newspaper men, I sometimes 
get so close to problems that I 
can’t see the trees for the leaves. 
This is likewise true sometimes 
of governments and of the public. 

Three big things are happening 
today in Europe and in the world: 

1. Eisenhower has accomplished 
miracles in welding a united Eu- 
ropean army. 

2. Time has given us a chance 
to make tremendous progress in 
perfecting new weapons. These 
weapons are so deadly and we are 
so far ahead of the Soviets that 
it. becomes increasingly danger- 
ous for them to make war. 

Europeans Given New Hope. 

3. The man in the street in 
Europe has been given new hope. 
This may be more important than 
either of the two other factors. 
For when men lack hope they 
turn to the phony promises of 
Communism. Today, however, the 
Marshall plan, plus various ges- 
tures from the American people 
such as democracy letters and the 
American Legion’s tide of toys, 
plus the fact that a new Euro- 
pean army is now camped along- 
side the Iron Curtain, has given 
the man in the street new hope. 

When men have hope they fight 
to defend themselves. When 
they lack hope they can see lit- 
tle use in fighting. 

Four years ago I spent Christ- 
mas in France and New Year’s in 
Italy. It was the most depressing 
holiday season of my entire life.

Now it is on the record that only 
Russia and_ its satellites opposed 
the Western “schedule” to build 
up Japan.

This optimistic report does not 
mean that we have not made mis- 
takes, or that the job is finished. 
We have made plenty of mistakes, 
and the two most important are: 

1. We have failed to sell Eu- 
rope on a United States of Eu- 
rope. Here at home we have 
shown how 48 different states 
can apply the principle of fed- 


eralization yet simultaneously live 


under a central government; yet 
in Europe we have failed com- 
pletely to put this across. And 
this is the only long-term solu- 
tion for Europe’s economy. 

2. We have failed to sell the 
Declaration of Independence in 
Europe. Though we live under 
the greatest political document 
known to man, we have failed to 
get European governments to 
adopt the principle of “equality 
of economic opportunity. The old 
economic class system still pre- 
vails in Europe; and until work- 
ers have a chance to better them- 
selves economically, Communism 
will continue to hold some adher- 
ents to its phony philosophy. 

Thus our greatest failures have 
been in failing to sell Europe 
the two basic principles of Amer- 
icanism. 

There is also another failure 
—and danger. 

It comes from the Senator Mc- 
Carrans, the Senator McCarthys 
and those behind them who want 
to get us into a preventive war. 
The American public does not 
realize it, but their speeches give 
Europe the jitters. For Europeans 
realize what the .“wage-war-now 
clique do not—namely that time 
is running on our side. 

They know that the longer we 
can hold off war, the more we 
can build up our defenses in 
western Europe, the more we can 
solidify sentiment behind us and 
the more we can benefit from 
restlessness behind the Iron Cur- 
tain 


That is one reason for the pres- 
ent barrage of friendship balloons 
to the people of Poland and 
Czechoslovakia.

To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

Noah D. Alper’s proposal of a na- 
tional real estate tax has far more 
merit than the casual reader will at- 
tach to it if, as is presumed, he means 
a tax on the value of real property 


exclusive of buildings and other im-. 


provements. 

Suppose the cost of our city govern- 
ment were drawn from the yet untaxed 
millions in unearned income from in- 
creasing land values with a proportion- 
ate untaxing of the wages, goods and 
services we exchange with each other 
in the daily process of earning a living. 

Then imagine the application of this 
principle to all public revenue, na- 
tional, state and local, taking it from 
unearned gain instead of through the 
medium of income, sales and excise 
taxes, all of which tend heavily to 
penalize thrift and industry and de- 
press the living standards of the pro- 
ducer and consumer. 

There would be exerted at once the 
dual incentives of cheaper land on 
which to build and to labor, since a 
higher tax on land will reduce its sell- 
ing price, and a greater and freer 
abundance of materials with which to 
build and produce. 

When production catches up with de- 
mand, inflation will disappear. And, 
best of all, production will never ex- 
ceed demand in such an economy of 
free exchange. C. C. CASE.

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Steel and National Security 


Defense Mobilizer Charles E. Wilson is 
shocked—that is his own word—by the produc- 
tion schedules of the American steel industry. 
He demands at least a million-ton increase in the 
first quarter of 1952. This hardly suggests a 
favorable view of the industry’s record. 

A considerably differént view is conveyed by 
the publicity of the American Iron and Steel 
Institute. Here is a quote from its latest hand- 
out: 

Nothing like it had ever happened before, 
anywhere. The steel-making furnaces in the 
United States were pouring over three tons 
of steel every second, night and day, in early 
March, and they were still keeping up that 
average output in the heat of mid-August 
this year. 

The Institute also cites figures showing in- 
creases since 1948 in the capacity to produce 
steel in various categories. Hot rolled sheet and 
strip steel capacity, for example, is up from 
26,589,460 to 34,492,310 tons. The figures for 
cold rolled sheet and strip are 11,413,785 and 
14,324,170, respectively. The 1948 pipe and tub- 
ing capacity was 8,778,720 tons, and in 1951 it 
is 12,576,170 tons. And so on. 


Nobody, however, denies that there has been 
an increase in the output of steel in the United 
States. The point is that this increase has not 
been sufficient. There is not enough for the de- 
fense program—at least not so long as large 
quantities of it go into automobiles, washing 
machines, refrigerators, stoves, tractors and 
other non-defense items. 

More severe restrictions and tighter alloca- 
tions may have to be employed to get enough 
steel for rearmament. Yet Mr. Wilson is not 
wrong in putting blame on the steel industry 
itself. In the postwar years, it has been reluc- 
tant rather than enthusiastic about expansion. 
Often steel producers have had their eyes more 
on the idle mills of the depression years than 


on the needs of a robust and expanding econo- 


my. While Washington was calling for plant 
expansion, the industry was inclined to drag 
its feet. 

There is no point in recrimination now. More 
steel must be produced in the United States. 
And more scrap must be collected to help make 
that production possible. As Mr. Wilson said: 
“This is simply a question of’ the security of 
America.”

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A Scandal Grows Worse 


Senator Morse’s demand for an investigation 
of the Chinese Nationalist scandal which has 
broken in Washington should give new life to 
his resolution for an inquiry into the China 
lobby. That resolution, of which the Oregon 
Senator was co-sponsor, has languished in cam- 
mittee since it was offered two months ago. 
Now the scandal made public by Nationalist 
China’s dismissal of its Air Force Chief of 
Staff shows how much the investigation has 
been needed all along. : | 

The dismissed chief of staff, Lt. Gen. P. T. 
Mow, who has been in charge of buying sup- 
plies in this country for the Nationalist Air 
Force, says he was trying to prevent persons 
on Formosa from by-passing him as procure- 
ment officer and getting graft out of Nation- 
alist contracts which they sought to make at 
excessively high prices. The New York Times 
reports that Gen. Mow’s charges “have substan- 
tial backing from persons of high repute.” 

Chiang Kai-shek’s government on Formosa 
says Gen. Mow’s charges have been looked into 
and found baseless. It accuses him of being 
pro-Communist and of having failed to account 
for more than $19,000,000 of Nationalist funds. 
If Mow and his aide, Col. Hsiang Wei-hsian, who 
stands accused with him, are returned to For- 
mosa, as Chiang is demanding, it seems alto- 
gether likely that they will be put to death by 
a firing squad, in which event the truth might 
never be ascertained. 

Senator Morse therefore wants to keep Mow 
and Hsiang in this country, learn as much as 
possible from them, and make their testimony 
the beginning of a. complete investigation of 
graft and undercover lobbying. 

The American people deser've to know what 
is going on. The money involved is their money. 
The Truman Administration is said to be plan- 
ning to spend more millions in aid to Chiang. 
Republicans who are eager to embarrass the 
Truman Administration are clamoring for still 
more millions for Chiang. 
“Would more millions mean merely more 
graft? Unless it is learned how aid has been 
misspent and corrupted in the past, adequate 
safeguards cannot be set up to prevent more 
of the same in the future. 

Chiang is evidently determined to hush up 
the whole matter. Congress should be more 
determined still to know the facts.

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They Want to Tear Down Homes 

While soldiers of the United Nations are 
fighting and dying in Korea, and while indus- 
trial plants and workers in this country are 
striving to rearm the United States in time to 
prevent another world war, there is a sector on 
which—at least in its own imagination—busi- 
ness is ‘again as usual. 

Four Dallas, Tex., apartment operators, backed 
by the Dallas City Council, are trying to force 
the Housing and Home Finance Agency to close 
and tear down 2600 temporary housing units 
operated for the agency by the Dallas Housing 
Authority. They say there is a housing surplus 
in Dallas, many vacancies exist in their apart- 
ment houses, they are losing money, and gov- 
ernment competition is to blame. 

Occupants of the government housing said at 
a protest meeting that more than half of them 
are working in plants with defense contracts, 
that many of the families have husbands or 
sons now fighting in Korea, and that those with 
children could not get a place to live in if the 
temporary housing were torn down. They pay 
$30 to $40 a month rent. Rentals in the apart- 
ments of the protesting real estate men are very 
considerably higher than that if they are any- 
thing similar to the prices of rental property in 
other cities.

The Japanese themselves may 
find a solution for this problem 
that looks at first sight to be in- 
soluble. They have one great ad- 
vantage over alraost every other 
Asian people. They were never 
subjected to colonial rule. What 
they did after Commodore Peary 
broke through the wall the ruling 
caste had placed around feudal 
Japan they did for themselves. 

In the early 1920’s they set out 
to conquer Asia by force. Having 
been defeated, they may try to 
achieve the same end, this time 


by peaceful means. And it is a 
strange fact of this topsy-turvy 
world that the vanquished fare 
better than the victors, as many 
of the Asian delegates to the con- 
ference were at p-‘-3 to point

The critic of Giornale d'Italia, 
of Rome, noting Stravinsky’s re- 
turn to the old forms, wrote:

Under One Banner to Fight Reds} 


Encyclical Calls on Russians to Return to 
Roman Church — Says ‘Enemies of God 
Threaten All That Is_ Divine.’ 


By FRANK BRUTTO 

VATICAN CITY, Sept. 12 (AP) 
—Pope Pius called upon all 
Christians today to unite “under 
one flag’—the Roman Catholic | V 
church—to fight Communism. 

An encyclical letter, described 
in an official Vatican summary 
as “of great importance from 
historical, doctrinal and pastoral 
viewpoints,” was ‘issued by the 
Pope on the occasion of the 15th 
centenary of the Council of Chal- 
eedon, which outlined aspects of 
the nature of Jesus Christ. 

The encyclical, entitled from 
its first two Latin words, “Eter- 
nal King,” reaffirmed the Catho- 
lic church’s doctrine that Jesus 
Christ has both human and divine 


nature, and reasserted its belief fj 


in the primacy of the Pope, ‘the 
Bishop of Rome. 
The encyclical urged all Chris- 


‘tians—but especially those of the 


east, the Orthodox Catholics of 


Russia—to return to the Roman 
Catholic church. 

The encyclical was dated Sept. 
8, feast day of the Birth of -the 

Virgin Mary. The document con- 
tains about 10,000 words. 

It called on all Christians “as

It asked: 

“Who is not -horrified by the 
“hatred and the ferocity with 
which the enemies of God, in 
many countries of the world, 
threaten to destroy or to up- 
root all that there is of Divine 
and Christian?’ 

The encyclical called on all 
Christians to recognize the au- 
thority of the Pope. 

“All those, especially in eastern 
countries, who because of the in- 
iquity of the times are separated 
from the bosom and unity of the 
church, should render without 
hesitation the due, reverent hom- 
age to this primacy,.following the 
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fathers,” said the. encyclical. 
“Such a unity, it ‘said, 
conform to the desire of J 
Christ in his prayers at the Last 
Supper that “all would be one.” 

The Catholic says 
the purpose of the Council of | 
Chalcedon, held in 451 A.D., was 
to assert the orthodox Catholic 
doctrine against heresies of the 
monophysites and of Eutyches, a 
priest and superior of the Near 
East monastery who contended 
that. Christ had only a divine

RESOLUTION 0 PERMIT 
BNGOBEATENIN ROUSE 


Vote Is 70 to 9 Agaings Al- 
lowing Games by Veteran, 
Civic, Religious Groups.

JEFFERSON CITY, Sept. 12— 
The House refused today to go 
on record as favoring relaxation 
of law enforcement to permit vet- 
erans, civic and religious organi- 
zations to sponsor bingo games 
and other “petty” games of 
chance to raise money for charit- 
able purposes. | 

A resolution asking the Legis- 
lature to declare itself as oppos- 
ing the barring of such games or 
the prosecution of the sponsors 
was overwhelmingly defeated 
after a flurry % debate, by a vote 
of 70 to 9. 

It was offered by Representa- 
tive Orville 1. Burnett of Bour- 
bon, ‘who complained that the 
Crawford county fair was “almost 
shut down” this summer because 
the prosecuting attorney closed 
all the gambling at the fair. 

“This petty sort of gambling 
has been going on a long time 
and it hasn’t caused any harm,” 
Burnett said. “The veterans and 
church groups and service clubs 
are having a hard time now try- 
ing to raise a little money from 
gambling.” - 

Burnett’s resolution was backed 
by Representative F. E. Robinson 
of Edina, who told the House he 
didn’t think bingo and lotto par- 
ties held for charitable purposes 
“were any worse than when a 
group of fellows sneak off to the 
basement for a game of poker.” 


But other legislators quickly 


criticized the proposal, arguing 
that although they were sympa- 
thetic with the aims of the reso- 
lution the .Legislature should 
stand solidly behind the law, and 
if there was any hardship the law 
should be changéd. 
Representative Paxton H. Ack- 
erman of St. Louis asserted it 
would be a “bad and dangerous” 
policy for the Legislature to rec- 
ognize the existence of a law and 


then declare it did not think it‘ 


should be enforced. 

Burnett offered an amendment

measure, in contrast to a lengthy 
controversy in which House mem- 
bers became embroiled yesterday 
over the question of how much 
the maximum permissible old-age 
pension should be increased. 

Democrats and Republicans in 
the House tangled over this ques- 
tion within an hour after they 
convened following a three-month 
summer recess. 

Members of both political par- 
ties went at it hammer and tongs 
for a time, each side trying to 
out do the other in seeming 
munificence to “grandma and 
grandpa,” despite the fact it was 
pointed out repeatedly by more 
staid members that funds with 
which to pay such increased pen- 
sions were lacking. 

The arguments finally ended 
with the House tentatively ap- 
proving a measure which would 
increase the maximum allowable 
old-age pension from $50 to $75 
a month. The vote was 95 to 15. 

Question of Funds Ignored. 

It all started when a bill, in- 
troduced by Representative Carl 
T. Webber (Rep.), Union, to in- 
crease the maximum pension to 
$65 a month, was called up for 
perfection. 

Representative J. S. Wallace, 
Sikeston Democrat, immediately 
offered an amendment to raise 
this maximum figure to $75 a 
month. Webber countered with a 
substitute amendment to make 
the figure $85 a month. 

There followed numerous 
speeches, pro and con. Some 
smacked strongly of political hay- 
making, while others, although 
sympathetic to the needs of the 
aged, questioned the advisability 
of voting any increase which 
would result in “exorbitant cost” 
when no funds are available to pay 
the increased load. 

Webber finally withdrew his

away’? 

Houston: An item on the society 
page of one of the local papers 
speaks of Miss ——— as being “off 
on an European trip.” How about 
“an European”?—H.T. 

Answer: Should be “a 
pean,” of course. 

“A” precedes all words begin- 
ning with a consonant SOUND, 
as: a book; a European (Euro- 
pean begins with the sound of 
“y”’: YOOR-uh-PEE’un); a hye 
draulic brake; a union (YOON- 
yun), etc. 

The beginning letter of a word 
has nothing whatever to do with 
the rules governing the use of 
“a” and “an.” It’s the beginning 
SOUND which determines which 
article to use. 

The same rules apply to initials: 
an FBI (“F” is pronounced: eff); 
an M.C. (“M” is pronounced: 
em); an HOLC (“H” is pronounced 
aitch); a CIO (“C” is pronounced: 
see); a UN (“U” is pronounced 
yoo), ete.

Potato Salad Recipes 


By Edith M. Barber 


OTATO salad is a standard 

favorite throughout the year. It 

-may mean to you merely a 
combination of chilled, peeled, 
cooked potatoes, sliced or diced, 
minced celery or diced or sliced 
cucumbers, sliced onion and salad 
dressing of some type. 


Salads of this sort may be ac- 
cessories to meat, or they may 
be the main luncheon or supper 
dish. When potato salad serves 
the latter purpose, certain addi- 
tions will make it more interest- 
ing. -You will like as much as 
I did the recipe for German po- 
tato salad, given to me by my 
friend, Lily Bell Holmberg of 
Battle Creek, Mich. In this, the 
bacon and the lightly fried onions 
furnish the unusual note. By the 
way, I have found that the 
amount of bacon may be reduced 
to one-quarter of a pound, and 
you will still have a savory salad 
although the larger amount 
called for in the original recipe 
is delicious. 


Another hearty potato salad is 
Scandinavian in its origin and 
calls for herring, apples and 
beets as well as potatoes. This 
also may be called a whole meal 
salad. 

German Potato Salad (Hot or 
Cold)—Lily Bell Holmberg. 
Eight medium-sized potatoes, 

one pound lean bacon, one large 

Spanish onion, one cup milk vin- 

egar, salt, pepper, one tablespoon 

butter, four or five hard-cooked 
eggs. 

Boil the potatoes in their

dice. Cut bacon in small pieces. 
Cut onion in small pieces. Place 
bacon in frying pan and fry slow- 
ly until done, Strain into a dish, 
and then in the bacon fat fry 
the onion, being careful not to 
burn. Place this in a dish with 
the bacon bits. Into fat left in 
the frying pan,. place vinegar, 
salt, pepper and butter. Bring 
to a boil. Put diced potatoes 
into this mixture, heat thorough- 
ly, then put bacon and onion 
into pan. Mix well. When all 
has been warmed thoroughly, 
place in a serving dish and cover 
with slices of the hard-cooked 
eggs. 
Herring Potato Salad. 

One 5-ounce jar herring tidbits 
in vinegar, three medium pota- 
toes, boiled, peeled and diced, 
one small onion, peeled and 
minced, one cup diced, cooked or 
pickled beets, one tablespoon 


“sugar, one-fourth cup cider vin- 


egar or vinegar from pickled 
beets and herring tidbits, salt, 
pepper. 

Drain herring, reserving liquid. 
Cut and mix with other ingre- 
dients.

I HAVE KNOWN considerable loose-livers in my,time in 
this business, and I never knew a gambler or a crook who 
didn’t admit frankly that even semi-legalization of gambling 
was his heart’s best hope. That way he has status; that way 
one more technicality which might trip him is removed; that 
way he has open sesame to bribery and control of his eountry’s 
laws. He just branches out, gets bigger, and shoves more 
tentacles into the workings of his land. 

In my book the repeal of prohibition was good for the 
country, but it never removed the crook from a big piece of 
the legal business. Breweries and certain brands of booze 
and accompanying beverages are still administered by the 
wid* mob. 

Worse even than a complete legalization of gambling is 
this contemplated half-measure that would semi-dignify the 
gambling racketeer by making his illegal earnings subject to 
legal taxation.

At the same time, 
while Government agencies are trying to stamp out the evil 
that gambling breeds in corruption, another fleet of federal 
employes is scuttling about trying to improve its score on a 
tax take. Somebody has to get fixed real good in the process, 
and the legal taxpayer continues to pay for both ends of the 
eperation, while remaining in the middle.

They are used to her 
just as they are used to their mother, and they don’t want to 
change. One little boy asked his mother, “Why do the chil- 
dren go and the teacher stay?”
